For ſometimes it is dilco- 
vered by Laxity, Coſtiveneſs, or various coloured Urines, pu- 
trid Gums, louſe Teeth, ſtinking Breath , wandring Joynt-= 
pains, Puſtlcs, conſumptive Waſtings, ſhortneſs of Breath, 
Suffocation, Stitches, Scurft, and other Eruptions of 'the Skin, 
with many more ſuch like : So that it may well be called the 
Protean Dilcale, by reaſon of its various ſhapes. 

But becaule there be many that have this diſeaſe, and yet 
are unwilling to make uſe ota Phylician, I ſhall for their be- 
nefit preſcribe a very ſafe, eafie, and familiar way of Cure 5
